The Hague, Netherlands, Fob. I i.— 
The question whether a deserter who 
enters a neutral country in war time 
should be interned, and, if so, wheth­ 
er he should be extradited with his 
ordinary interned fellow soldiers 
at 
the end of the war—that is to say, 
in most rases, delivered up to certain 
death—are aspects 
of 
the deserter 
problem that have been raised in an 
acute form in Holland. 
However good 
the 
general spirit 
of the German army, German desert­ 
ers 
have been 
slipping over 
the 
Dutch border, especially that adjoin­ 
ing Belgium, every 
now 
and 
then 
since tile first two or three months of 
the war; and although many of them 
manage to get hold of civilian clothes 
before hand, or secure them on this 
side of the frontier, 
in 
which case 
they usually escape arrest, there are 
at present between thirty and forty 
German deserters 
actually interned 
in this country, a number of whom 
have been in that position for many 
months. 
During the great 
Ypres offensive 
of the Germans during an early stage 
of the war, when their losses were 
so heavy, tile 
number 
of deserters 
was reported to be very considerable. 
Since then such arrivals have been 
less frequent, but they still continue. 
Tile causes that lead to desertion are 
many and varied. 
In one 
case the 
horror of the 
trench 
warfare 
and 
slaughter so grips a 
man 
that he 
takes the desperate step. Perhaps a 
regiment sent back for rest and re­ 
cuperation after such an experience 
receives an order 
to 
return to the 
fighting line, and for 
some 
of the 
men suffering from 
the 
moral and 
physical strain 
the 
prospect proves 
»oo much; they grasp at an opportu­ 
nity to escape. In another the desert­ 
er attributes his aet to bad treatment 
rn the part of officers, 
the 
sort of 
bing to which German socialist dep­ 
uties have recently been drawing at­ 
tention. 
One 
deserted 
has related 
that he is of a family of five broth­ 
ers, of whom all 
hut 
he 
has been 
killed or wounded, and urged thereto 
by his family, he had taken to flight. 
One young officer was wounded and 
nvalided home, and when the order 
o return reached him it so preyed 
ut his mind and nerves that he de­ 
serted. Occasionally a French-speak- 
ng native 
of 
German 
Alsace-Lor- 
aine makes a dash for liberty, 
but 
bi some instances goes from here to 
join the French army. 
Desertion is as dangerous, perhaps 
f not more dangerous, than service 
n the trenches. Some men have ar- 
ived on Dutch 
soil 
by swimming 
Across the River 
Scheldt 
from the 
Belgian to the I Hitch bank. Not sel­ 
lout would-be 
deserters 
have been 
caught, and there can he little doubt 
of their fate for 
those 
acquainted 
with military discipline. 
For some time the agitation in fa­ 
vor of liberating 
German deserters 
venially interned at Bergen, in North 
Holland, had no result. Its promoters 
•n larged on the mental torture that 
these men were suffering, with the 
o respect lief ore them of possible ex- 
tradition and execution, added to the 
ordinary discomforts 
of internment. 
Then finally Hie matter was brought 
up in the 
Dutch 
parliament 
and 
elicited tho declaration from the war 
ninister that those who could show 
hat they were really deserters would 
tot be delivered up with the others 
when peace came. 
Petitions on the subject still con­ 
ine, 
however, 
the 
latest 
setting 
orth that “this internment is not in 
Tccord with strict neutrality, in that 
every action which is not prescribed 
by law or treaty, and which has the 
ippoaranee of covert intervention in 
behalf of a belligerent nation is not

to have caused the death of Marian 
Frances Lambert, has been found in 
the basement of the 
Lake 
Forest 
home of Will H. Orpet, the university 
student accused 
of 
murdering the* 
young woman, his former sweetheart, 
according to State’s Attorney Dady, 
of Waukegan. 
In announcing the finding 
concealed poison, Dady said 
reason to think that 
others 
Orpet might be implicated, ; 
there was possibility of other 
Reports that they had consented to 
the release of Orpet and that they 
favored leniency in his case, were de­ 
nied yesterday by Frank Lambert, fa­ 
ther of the girl, speaking for himself 
and w ife, Mrs. Lambert. 
“On 
the 
contrary,” said Lambert, 
j “both my w ife and myself believe Or- j 
pet guilty of causing our girl’s death, 
whether he actually poured the poison 
down her throat or not. We ask that 
he suffer the penalties of the law .” 
State’s Attorney Dade was willing 
to admit that unless he can prove thai 
Orpet gave his former sweetheart poi­ 
son he cannot convict the student of 
murder. 
Although the nature of the 
poison which caused the girl’s death 
has been determined 
by 
a 
partial 
analysis of the stomach, the officers 
are at a loss to account for the con­ 
tainer. 
In the letters which passed between 
the girl and Orpet—thirty-five written 
by him and twenty-five by her—the 
romance of the two has been traced 
from its inception to the time of the 
tragedy. The missives show, the offi­ 
cers say, that alarm w’as felt about 
the girl’s condition as early as last 
September, but the crisis passed and 
their fears were allayed until recently. 
Word received from Dekalb, where 
Miss Celestia Youker, fiancee of Or­ 
pet, lies ill W'ith valvular heart trou­ 
ble, was to the effect that the young 
woman is somewhat better and was 
inquiring why she had not heard from 
Orpet. 
Miss Youker, a teacher in the 
normal school at Dekalb, has not been 
informed of the plight of the student. 
The inquest on the body of Miss 
Lambert, it is expected, will be re­ 
sumed on Wednesday. 
By that time 
it is believed the analysis of the or­ 
gans will have been completed.

It is this natural insur­ 
ance against 
loss that serves the 
grower iii the reconstruction of his 
broken trees.

The report points out th a t the enor­ 


mous natural resources of the south­

“A very im portant agency in this 
expansion,” the 
commission 
finds, 
“will bo the incoming of the factory 
system. 
Skilled labor once attracted 
raw m aterials from a great distance; 
we are now finding that 
in 
many 
forms of industry raw m aterials at­ 
tract capital and develop labor for 
their m anufacture in close proximity. 
Many kinds of m anufactured goods 
now cost several times as much in 
Latin-America as they do elsewhere, 
which fact of course constitutes a 
premium on the establishm ent of fac­ 
tories near the source of raw m ater­ 
ials and close to m a rk e ts/’ 
The commission forecasts a mo­ 
m entous change in the 
habits 
and 
standards of living of the peoples of 
the southern republics, as the result 
of the new era which it sees dawning. 
“The incoming of the factory,” it 
says, “the opening up of virgin re­ 
sources and the development of com­ 
merce create conditions of life as far 
removed from those which attend a 
civilization prim arily 
agricultural 
as 
the east is from the west. Daily hab­ 
its, the standard of living, methods of 
housing, sanitation, 
the 
density 
of 
population, the death rate, the m ar­ 
riage rate, the birth rate, interdepen­ 
dence between 
individuals, 
classes, 
communities and nations, and a thou­ 
sand other things are all profoundly 
affected by the organization of indus­ 
try and the resulting development of 
mines, railways and factories.” t 
TQe report declares th at the vast 
am ount of capital required to open up 
the resources of the southern countries

Dr. Huffman, wrho was formerly sec-

wTould be allowed to carry more than 
2.000 names. 
‘‘This would mean 
$4,000 
a year 
for treating those that become sick 
or disabled, and statistics sh o ^ that 
not more than sixty of these would 
ever be sick at the same time,” said 
Dr. Huffman. 
“In general the public does not re­ 
alize how 
miserably 
underpaid the 
medical profession is. There are 127,- 
000 active practitioners in the coun­ 
try and their incomes aggregate $03,- 
500,000, an average 
of 
only $500 a 
year. 
Now’, 
is it true, as has often ! ProriiraI^° 
been stated, that ‘there are too many 
doctors?’ About 2% per cent of the 
population is constantly sick and dis­ 
abled, an average of 19 
patients a 
day for each doctor. This does not 
take into account much of the prac­ 
tice of specialists. Furthermore, in­ 
surance company statistics show that 
09 per cent of the insured have some 
impairment of health. 
‘‘It is impossible for 
a doctor to 
properly look after more than sixteen 
patients in eight 
work 
hours. 
At 
prevailing fees this just about pays 
expenses. 
The only objection 
against com­ 
pulsory sickness insurance by those 
who have investigated 
its workings 
in Europe is the danger of malinger­ 
ing or collusion to get the sick bene­ 
fits. We could meet that objection by 
having no cash benefits, but by sim­ 
ply providing the services of a doc­ 
tor.”
